A Lonpon paper gives, on the authority of a 
Frencn writer whom the translator has neglect- 
ed to name, the following particulars relating the 
military institutions of the Pagua of Eovrr;— 
** The military sehool at Cazerlaton, near Cairo, 
in the principal establishment of instruction; 
Achmeit Effendi is at its head. It contains 600 
pupils, as well Turks and A as the children 
of European officers, from to 16 years of 
age. They are here taught the Turkish, Arabic, 
and Italian languages, arithmetic, geometry, de- 
signing, and the details of service. In the 
course, which continues four years, every thing 
has a view to a military life. At quitting the 
establishment the pupils underge an examina- 
tion: those who answer well are placed on the 
staff, or are removed to a higher school. Those 
who answer less satisfactorily ere sent into the 
army a sub-officers. ‘The school of the staff, 
under Nurreddin-Bey, at Djqd-Abad, is under 
the direction of M. Planat. It containg 70 
students taken from the military schoot, who 
are taught the higher branches of mathematics, 
algebra, geometry, gunnery, engineering, and 
fortification; also the drawing of plans, the 
Arabic, Persian, and French languages, and the 
practice of military man@uvres. The courte in 
this school lasts threo years. In the following year 
they are taught natural philosophy, history, geo- 
graphy, and the highest branches of inathematics. 
Chetk-Hassan is professor of arithmetic, algebra, 
and geometry; Arif Effendi, of Arabic and 
Vurkish; M. Planat professos gunnery and civil 
engiweering; M. Tolgt, military, manqmuvres; 
MM. Pachot and Konig teach French, and M. 
Finzi instructs in drawing and designing. The 
situations in the three offices of the staff are held 
by students of this school. Thus the field ser- 
vice is under Selim Bey, correspondence under 
Osman. Bey, and the archives are under the care 
of Paulici and Tarbe. The Arabs are distinguish- 
ed by their great taste for the sciences, while 
the young Turks excel as draughtamen. In the 
achool of officers of Inakhile, established chiefly 
for young Turks and Arabs, they are instructed 
in the guidance and management of armies. In 
three schools, under the drection of Sorania, 
220 pupils are instructed in music. The school 
of medicine and surgery, under Dr. Clot, con- 
tains 110 Arabic students. It is established in 
the vast hospital of d'Abuzabel, which is capable 
of accommodating 1,500 patients. Ia this school 
pathology and surgery are taught by Dr. Clot; 
anatomy by Dr. Gaetano; chymistry, and the 
history of medicine, by Dr. Barthelemy ; botany 
by Dr. Figari, medicine by Dr. Bernard; French 
by M. Neelli; and anatomical demonstrations 
by the director, Dr. Clot. The professors have

If the prudence of reserve and decorum dictates si-

Mr. Evi ton,—We are persuaded that you are 
too liberal and just not to rejoice, as we do our- 
selves, in doing justice, at all times, to those in 
whom merit and worth are ntly con- 
spicuous. lndeed, the desire, that a just distri- 
bution of praise, encouragement, and reward 
should be bestowed on him who has successful- 
ly toiled for the gratification, the improvement, 
or the benefit of society, ie a principle implant- 
ed in and must be cherished by every liberal and 
enlightened mind, but especially by him whose 
own aim is excellence. 

This reflection was forcibly brought te our 
mind last sight at the Musical Fund Concert.— 
We shall, for the present at least, nau from 
making any ¥ ing comments on the. pleasure 
and pA dj that the teut ensemble of the 

ical entertaifiment afforded; but shall make 
some of the performers of last night and musical 
teachers of this city the subjoct ofa few cursory 
remarks. For, it 1 especigily to some of these 
latter that we are indebted for the degree of per- 
fection at which both the public performers and 
the amateurs have arrived. It is but right there- 
fore, that we should, at short intervals, throw a 
retrospective grance on the progress of mind and 
of its cultivation, because it points out that which 
has been performed and furnishes the means to 
judge of what can yet be done, the degree of 
peclestian to which we may reasonably expect 
to attain in future. It is, we conceive, only by 
well established comparisons that we can, on 
any subject, correctly appreciate the degree of 
merit, eacellency, of perfection of any one indi- 
vidual. 

It would be useless to enter here into any mi- 
nute detail of the solo performed by Mr. Hur- 
reup last night. Let it suffice to say, that it 
was executed with that ease, taste, brilliancy, 
and perfect mastery of the instrument, for which 
Mr. H. is so pre-eminent. No one, in this city, 
can contend with him for the palm of equality, 
much less for that of superiority. The best per- 
formers on the violin ake have visited Philadel- 
phia have acknowledged Mr. H’s ety 
We now more particularly allude to those Ger- 
man musicians who ve quintetts last winter, 
who wondered how Mr. H. should become so 
vastly superior to every one here, without hav- 
ing been in Europe; as if genius, taste, and ta- 
lents were not native ofevery country, and the 
attributes of a well organized mind. 

But that which we more particularly wish to 
point out in Mr. H. is the positive good he has 
done to the science of music as a teacher. 

If we wished to ate the principal teach- 
ers who have really advanced the science of mu- 
sic in this city, without being supposed, however, 
to detract from the merit and praise due to many 
others, we should name Mr. B. Carr, Mr. 
Hurre.pand Mr. P.Gities. We mention these 
three gentlemen only, because they alone have 
given, as yet, solid and incontrovertible proofs 
of their talents as teachers, by producing pupils 
of a first rate order. For we can only judge of 
the abilities of a teacher by the ciency of 
his pupils. Itis to Mr. C., for instance, that 
we are indebted for the finished taste and talent 

of his pupils. Mr. Darley as an organist and 

Mre. McLeod asa vocalist; both being as (a- 
lented performers and accomplished musicians 
as excellent teachers. 

Asa teacher we find Mr. Hurrectp again 
first in the foremost ranks, and his works in this 
way speak volumes. We have the opinion of 
a friend who is the first Harpist in the country, 
and who has had an opportunity of hearing the 

best amateur performers on the piano, in New 
York, Baltimore, and Philadelphia to justify our

And if we ask why is this? the an- 
ewer is, Mr. such a one is the fashionable teach- 
er! Surely thie is the poorest compliment that 
people of good sense can pay to themeelves.— 
But, Les hommes sont des moutons, as La 
Bruyere would say; if one jumps over the fence 
ail the others will follow. 

But to speak of Mr. Gites, that excellent 
but whimsical musician, he with hie violoncello, 
as Mr. Hurreco with his violin, has made many 
excellent performers on the piano; nay, they 
have formed the very best, the most finished 
and perfect performers; and still it was contend- 
ed that because Mr. Gites was not able to 
play brilliantly on the piano that he could not 
be a good teacher on that instrument. Never 
was there a more absurd proposition, the fallacy 
of which may be shown in a moment. What more 
convincing proofs do we want or cap be adduced 
than the good pupils he has formed, both for the 
piano and for singing; and yet he neither played 
on the piano nor sang. This same argument 
may be urged in favour of Mr. H., who has pro- 
duced a still greater number of first rate pi- 
anisis. It ie true, however, that although the 
latter gentleman is not a concert player on this 
instrument, he nevertheless performs very well on 
it. But, Mr. Editor, should you ask how it comes 
to pass that Messrs. H. and G, have produced 
the best and most accomplished pianists? we

MOUNT VESUVIUS, &e. 
Fxtract of « letter from an Officer on board the Uniied 

States’ Frigate Java, Port Mahon, dated September %3, 

1829, to a gentle ia Washing cay. 

“We arrived here a few days ago, from a 
pleasant cruise on the coast of Italy, Africa, 
&e. visiting the principal cities in the island of 
Sicily, Malta, &c., but all | have seen bears no 
comparison with the grand city of Naples, 
which, for the splendour of the scenery that 
surrounds the many monumeats of ancient pride 
and grandeur which are in its vicinity, or the 
vices and luxuries of itg court, stands pre-emi- 
nent. On going ashore the first object to which 
we directed our attention, was visiting the grand 
and noble theatre of St. Carlos, which surpasses 
any thing I have ever seen in its splendid and 
gaudy decorations and pany of 
performers. 

**At 12 o’clock at night, four of my brother 
officers, with myself, left the city, and proceed- 
ed to a email village at the foot of Mount Vesu- 
vius, where we procured asses, and, with our 
guides, commenced our toileome progress to 
the top of the mountain, among immense beds 
of lava, and on a road whose surface was much 
more broken and uneven than any thing of the 
kind I had ever before seen. The night was 
rather dark, and at intervals we could see the 
grand and awful sight of Vesuvius, belching forth 
its flames, which it continues to do for months 
atatime. From being unaccustomed to it, we 
felt rather insecure; and indeed when ‘here 
were so many examples of its devastations around 
us, it is not to be wondered at that we should 
think of aera danger; but the inhabitants 
pay no kind of attention to it. On arriving at 
the hermits dwelling, which is on the spine, we 
found the door closed, and all hands wrapt in 
sleep. [3 o’clock A. M.] We, however, soon in- 
duced the hermit to rive from his slumbers. We 
found within several Russian officers, who were 
bound to the top of the mountain as well as our- 
selves; as it was very foey. they had conclud- 
ed not to go, but we Yankees were not to be 
put off by trifles; so, after refreshment, we pro- 
ceeded on, and they followed, and after one 
hour of great toil we reached the crater; and in- 
deed I considered myself well compensated for 
the labour of yes 

‘The crater is very large, and is horrid in its 
appearance. It was smoking very much,. and 
at times throwing up fiery cinders; and on ap- 
proaching too near, we were almost suffocated 
with the smell of sulphur. The prospect below 
us was very beautiful; indeed, we saw every 
thing within many miles around, including Na- 

les, its beautiful bay, and the many pretty vil- 
ages in its vicinity. After remaining long

anaiba, in much less time than we had ascend- 
ed. On our return, we visited the cities 


of Pompeii and Herculaneum, which were de- 
stroyed by an eruptien of the mountain in the 
year 79 of the Christian era.

The Providence Journal of Thureday gives 
the following particulars of a robbery on board 
the steam boat Washington:

Suspicion rested on the 
four boys, and they were subjected to an exam- 
imation; the money as described by the owner 
of the box was found upon them, and after a 
while, two of them confessed their guilt, and al- 
so, that they had throwa the box and papers 
overboard. The owner of the box was a Sea 
Captain, whose vessel had been shipwrecked, 
and the papers were the a and vouchers 
on which he relied for the recovery of Insurance 
on vessel and cargo, to the amount of twenty 
thousand dollars. Before the Washington ar- 
rived at Providence, two other trunks belongin 
to passengers were missed—ihey pr, 
clothing: and the boys also confessed, that after 
examining their contents they threw them over- 
board. The offenders had just been echonged 
from the House of Refuge in Philadelphia; they 
are now safely lod im our jail; the youngest 
of them is not yet fourteen years of age.’’

It appears that the unusual rise of the tide had 
80 mab tightened the moorings which held her 
to the shore as to prevent her rising above her 
usual level, and caused the water to force itself 
into her ve rts, and Hepes no doubt, have 
swamped her, not the moorings iven way, 
the immediate consequence of ek aan, that 
she careened and fell over on the opposite side 
from the quay, end the cries ef upwards of two 
hundred persons, who were on board of her at 
the time, and just roused from their sleep, were 
dreadfully appalling. Fortunately, the orders 
previously given, were so promptly obeyed, that 
most of the convicts gained the deck, and with 
the assistance that was immediately given from 
thé dock-yard and the town, only three persons 
were drowned, who could not be got at; and 
one convict, who unfortunately received a blow 
of an adze from one of the crew, while endea- 
voring to cut away @ bulkhead to effect his li- 
beration, from the effects of which he expired. 

One of the Lon@n papers, after giving the 
above particulars, relates the following story of 
a similar circumstance, which oceurred in this 
country some years ago:— 

‘* It is somewhat remarkable, that a circum- 
atance similar to the above happened to a brig 
called the Fame, of Dublin, Robert Baker, mas- 
ter, in the year 1700, ata vi nemed Mar- 
cus Hook, on the bank of the Delaware, about 
twenty-five miles from Philadelphia.— tee hae 
was strongly d by b to the fi 
and, on the rising of the tide about midnight, 
she was so tightly confined on the-cide next the 
wharf, as to be nearly on her beam ends before 
the crew were aware of the cause. The snap- 
ping of the hawsers, however, and the conse- 
quent surge of the vessel, at once apprised those 
on board of the real cause. Fortunately other 
vessels were lying outside of her in the same 
tier, and prevented her from upsetting on the 
off side, and no further bad q e d 
but the breaking of the hawsers. Had it been 
daylight, the evil in both cases might have been 
omit by easing off the moorings.’’
